Water Works Transfer 

Takes Place May 1st 


On May 1st the transfer of the plant 
and business of the Han Mateo Water 
Company will be made by William .1. 
Dingee, representing Mrs. A. W. Rose, 
the owner, to Messrs. Joseph Levey, 
W. F. Turnbull, J. A. Foster, H. N. 
Royden and Clias. N. Kirkbride, the 
purchasers, and from that date the new 
owners will be in control. 

On Monday, May 6th next, the new 
owners will meet to take steps for the 
issuance of bonds to the amount of 
$5000,000. Of this some $200,000 will 
betaken by Mrs. Rose and applied to 
the purchase juice. The balance of 
$800,000 will lie intended for exten¬ 
sions and betterments to the system, 
but the expenditure of t his money will 
dejiend upon the approval of Garrett 
W. McEnerney, who has been jointly 
selected by Mrs. Rose and the new 
owners for the jiurpose of exercising a 
general supervision. 

The new owners state the final 
transfer will lie made on or about June 
1st, on which date the final payment 
will be made. They declare it to be 
their intentions to greatly improve the 
facilities and to amply provide for the 
rapid growth of the territory supplied 
by the plant.—San Mateo Leader.

The Secretary was instructed to ob¬ 
tain the advice of the Dist rict Attorney 
with regard to enlarging the F’ire Dis¬ 
trict and voting a tax to jnirchase and 
provide additional ajiparatus for pro- 
tection against loss by lire.

PRUNING THE FIG 


Mr. Geo. C. Roeding, perhaps the 
best authority on lig growing in 
California, believes in pruning the fig 
for the first three years. He advocates 
cutting the tree down at planting time 
to within a foot of the ground and 
leaving not more than four branches 
to form the head of the tree. These j 
branches are to be distributed so that 
each will have ample room in which 
to spread and exband without crowding 
when the tree gets old. The following ; 
year he cuts these branches back not | 
more than half, leaving not more than I 
three branches on each of the previous 
year’s growth. The third season, the 
branches are shortened about one-third 
and the same number of branches left 
on each new branch as was left the 

t 

previous year. This gives the tree a 
good form and gets it started more up¬ 
right than less pruning would. The 
fig is naturally of a low, spreading 
habit and it is necessary to keep the 
lower branches pruned off, and this 
with cutting out branches that crowd 
or cross, is all the pruning required 
after the tree has been shaped as 
described.

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The city of San Mateo has or¬ 
ganized a “Home Protection Asso¬ 
ciation.’- The declared purpose of 
this latest combine is to provide j 
for defense against “Copper Smel¬ 
ters/’ Every community has its

San Mateo evidently has its full 
quoto of this species of mankind, 
whose chief business it is to sound 
the tocsin and hoist the danger 
signal. As a rule no harm comes 
out of the noise made by these agi¬ 
tators other than to excite the 
nerves of the weak and timid. 

In the present instance they have 
succeeded in stirring up the good 
people of San Mateo sufficiently to 
bring about a meeting and the or¬ 
ganization of an association. Xo 
harm can come out of the move¬ 
ment, as the business men of San 
Mateo will find when they come to 
investigate in a practical way, that 
the danger to San Mateo is purely 
imaginary; that the peril from 
smelter fumes is a bugaboo and 
nothing more. 

On Tuesday, Albino Lagarsino, 
an eight-year old school girl was 
killed by a Southern Pacific train 
at the railroad crossing on School 
street, Colmo. 

At the crossing on San Pedro 
street, in Polina, three men have 

been killed by Southern Pacific 
trains in recent years. San Pedro 

street is a county road under con¬ 
trol and in charge of the Hoard of 
Supervisors of San Mateo county. 

There is little doubt that the 
Southern Pacific Company would 
put in and maintain gates at these 
crossings upon demand of the 
Board of Supervisors. Such gates 
have been put in in other locali¬ 
ties not one whit more important 
nor one whit more dangerous than 
the Polma crossing in question. 
And if the railroad company should 
neglect to comply with such de¬ 
mand, we do not doubt the Board 
of Supervisors could find a way to 
compel compliance. 

Attem/t .Made to Kill a Priest. 

Hazelton, Pa., April 19.—An at¬ 
tempt was made yesterday to kill 
Rev. Matthew Yankola, pastor of St. 
Joseph’s Slavonic church in this city, 
a heavy charge of dynamite being ex¬ 
ploded under the entrance to the par¬ 
sonage. 

A portion of the porch was torn 
out and the windows were shattered. 

There have been factional troubles , 
in the church, whose membership is 
made up of miners. One faction 
asked for the removal of the pastor 
but without success. 

Recently Father Yankola received 
a letter from the “Black Hand” j 
threatening him with death unless he 
left the city.

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TWENTY-ONE STEEL BRIDGES TO 
BE BUILT IN OREGON THIS 
SUMMER BY RAILWAY. 


Faster Time Between California 
Points and Oregon Metropolis 
Will Result Therefrom. 


San Francisco, April 19.—E. H. 
Harriman, with Julius Krutt3chnitt 
and his other associates, has decided 
to construct this summer twenty-one 
steel bridges in Oregon for the South¬ 
ern Paciiic and its associated lines, 
the Oregon Railway and the Oregon 
Short Line. The new Southern Pa- I 
cific bridges will be along the main j 
line of the Mount Shasta route, be¬ 
tween Portland and the northern 
California State line. By this means 
the roadbed will be greatly improved, i 
so as to permit of faster time be¬ 
tween San Francisco and Portland. 
It is understood Harriman desires to 
have a quicker service between this 
city and the Noitbwest, in order to 
meet water competition to points 
north of Portland. 

The aggregate cost of the new 
bridges wilj be $3,000,000. 


Train Robber Behind Bars. 

Pittsburg, Kas., April 19.—Joseph 
Bush, wanted for alleged connection 
with the robbery of a Missouri Pacific 
passenger train here, on March 4th 
last, when a negro passenger was 
shot and killed and several other 
passengers were relieved of money, 
was arrested yesterday at Myrtle 
Point, Oregon, according to advices 
received by the detectives of this city. 

John Merrifteld, charged with hav¬ 
ing aided in the robbery, is under 
arrest at Girard, Kansas. His arrest 
was made two weeks ago. Bush was 
located through information given to 
the police by Merrifteld. 


Metcalf Signs Plans. 

Washington, April 19.—Secretary 
Metcalf yesterday signed the plans 
and specifications for the two 20,000 
ton battleships to be bunt for the 
navy. They are to be of the general 
type of the Dreadnaught, of the 
British navy. The plans will be sent 
tomorrow to two navy yards and 
such private shipbuilding firms as 
signify their intention to make bids 
for their construction. Bids will be 
opened June 20. 


Fumes Poison Instructor. 

Berkeley. April 19.—Professor A. 
C. Wright, instructor in the Univer¬ 
sity machine shop, has been pois¬ 
oned fumes from a composition of 
metal with which he has been work¬ 
ing for a year past. He will be com¬ 
pelled to undergo a dangerous and 
expensive operation to save his life. 
Early next week he will leave for a 
hospital at Rochester, Minn., where 
the operation will be performed. 


Americans Stabbed by Italians. 

Cheyenne, Wyo., April 19.—A dog 
fight led to a bloody race riot be¬ 
tween Americans and Italians at 
Carryville, a coal mining camp in 
Northern Wyoming last night, dur¬ 
ing which a number of the former 
were so badly wounded with stilettos 
that two will die. All of the Italians 
escaped uninjured, but four of them 
are under arrest. 


Great Plague in India. 

Simla, India, April 19.—There 
were 75,000 deaths from the plague 
in India during the week ending 
April 13. Seventy thousand of these 
occurred in Bengal, the United Prov¬ 
inces and the Punjab. The epidemic 
began in the Punjab in October, 
1897, since when nearly a million 
and a half deaths have occurred. 


Yawn Dislocates Man’s Jaw. 

San Francisco, April 19.—Thomas 
Tracy, a cook, dislocated his jaw 
while yawning yesterday. He had 
just finished his luncheon and after 
a particularly enjoyable yawn dis¬ 
covered to his dismay that he was not 
able to shut his mouth. A surgeon 
restorey Tracy to his normal condi¬ 
tion. 


[0 MAKE TRAVEL EASY 


CORTELYOU PROPOSES TO ABOL¬ 
ISH ANNOYANCES BY CUS¬ 
TOMS OFFICIALS. 


New York, April 19.—Secretary 
Cortelyou, who has come here to take 
up with the customs officials pro¬ 
posed changes in customs adminis¬ 
tration at the port, will try to have 
the present system of taking incom¬ 
ing ship passengers’ declarations alt¬ 
ered for the better. He is opposed 
to the practice long in vogue of 
obliging passengers to make declara¬ 
tions aboard the steamships while in 
the lower bay, only to have the dec¬ 
larations gone over again on the 
wharves, after the steamers have 
docked. He proposes that a system 
shall be devised by which all of the 
declarations shall be taken either 
down the bay or else after the steam¬ 
ers have docked. He regards the 
double system as cumbersome and 
antiquated and one which causes both 
pa isengers and customs officers need¬ 
less delay and annoyance. He will 
talk over this matter with Collector 
Stranahan, Surveyor Clarkson and 
Appraiser Fowler. 

Secretary Cortelyou also believes 
that the owners of steamships, piers 
and the lessees of the piers may see 
their way clear to providing modern 
accommodations for incoming pas¬ 
sengers. 


BATTLESHII* COMMISSIONED. 


United States Ship Kansas Enters 
the Service. 

Philadelphia, Pa., April 19.—The 
battleship Kansas was placed in com¬ 
mission at the League Island Navy 
Yard with appropriate ceremonies 
yesterday. The exercises took place 
upon the quarter-deck of the Kansas 
and were witnessed only by the of¬ 
ficers'of the battleship, members of 
the crew and attaches of the Navy 
Yard. 

The orders of the Navy Depart¬ 
ment at Washington placing the bat¬ 
tleship in commission and appointing 
Captain Charles E. Vreeland in com¬ 
mand, were read to thos epresent, 
who were drawn up at attention. 

At the conclusion of the reading 
of the orders, Captain Vreeland gave 
the Navy Yard officials a receipt ac¬ 
knowledging that he had received the 
Kansas “in good order and condi¬ 
tion,” after which the pennant of the 
new commander was run to the mast¬ 
head and the ceremonies were ended. 


Gulf Is a Sea of Hot Water. 

Galveston, Tex., April 19.—The 
lower Gulf of Mexico was converted 
into a sea of boiling water Sunday 
night whe,n the earth cracked and 
jets of hot water shot into the air 
nearly 200 feet. Fishing smacks of 
the Gulf fisheries, which ply between 
Galveston and the fishing grounds off 
Campeche, are arriving and the crews 
relate harrowing tales of their ex¬ 
periences, not knowing of the Mexi¬ 
can earthquake until they reached 
here yesterday. 


Tells Tale of Suffering. 

New Orleans, La., April 18.—An 
appeal for aid sent to the Mayor of 
New Orleans by the Franciscan Sis¬ 
ters of Jamaica was made public to¬ 
day. It says in part: 

“Local aid is out of the question, 
as everybody has suffered, rich and 
poor alike. We have never begged 
before. Our community consists of 
thirty nuns, twenty-one of whom are 
Americans. We are obliged to live 
in the open air, on our lawn, with 
only two tents for night use.” 


Women Die in Explosion. 

Montreal, April 19.—Fire which 
started through an explosion of ben¬ 
zine in the Canada Steam Laundry on 
Justin street, caused the death of 
three women employes and the in¬ 
jury of twelve others. 

Raise Price of Steel. 

New York,' April 19.—The United 
States Steel Corporation has fixed 
the selling price of rails for the 
season of 1908 at $28 per ton. This 
is the price which has obtained for 
several years. 


Observe Arbor Day. 

Sacramento, April 19.—An appeal 
from President Roosevelt to the 
school children of the State for an 
observance of Arbor Day has been 
transmitted to State Superintendent 
of Public Instruction Hyatt. 


SPLIT m QUAKE 


ANCIENT STRUCTURE IN CITY OF 
MEXICO SERIOUSLY DAMAGED 
BY RECENT EARTHQUAKE. 


Miraculous Escape of One Hundred 
Children From Death in Col¬ 
lapsed College Building. 


City of Mexico, April 19.—It was 
discovered today that the Cathedral 
of Mexico City, one of the largest and 
; most famous churches in the world, 

! was cracked from top to bottom by 
the recent earthquake. The cathed¬ 
ral i3 centuries old. It is built on the 
old site of the Aztec temple, one of 
the most historic spots in all Mexico. 

Owing to the great difficulty in 
establishing communication with the 
: cities situated in the region of the 1 
! greatest devastation wrought by the 
j recent earthquake, details are coin- 
' ing to this city very slowly. So far 
j the name of no American has ap¬ 
peared in the meager list of dead and 
injured as sent to this city. 

One of the most remarkable stories J 
of miraculous escapes from deatn in 
this earthquake, or perhaps in any 
other one, came front Santa Julia, 
where Salesiano college for children 
is located. When the big shock came 
Sunday over 100 children were asleep 
in the dormitories. Thirty-five, to¬ 
gether with the teachers, succeeded 
in leaving the building before the 
second story and the roof fell in. By 
a seeming miracle none of those left 
in the ruins were Berlousl. hurt, and 
all were rescued. 

In the State of Guerrero and else¬ 
where along the Pacific Coast the 
greatest property loss occurred. In 
the vicinity of this city severe loss 
was suffered by the Mexican Clay 
Manufacturing Company, an Ameri¬ 
can concern. The damage to the 
company’s works will amount to 
$50,009. 

A message from Acapulco today 
confirmed the story of the total de- 
I struction of Ayutla. The jail and 
hospital collapsed, but the prisoners 
and patients were taken out safely. 
Factories throughout the district are 
in ruins and thousands of workmen 
will suffer greatly. The postofflee, 
telegraph office and barracks at 
Ayutla were totally destroyed. 

In Huamixtian the cathedral fell 
and the Government offices and the 
official schools are in ruins. 


Phelps-Stokes Not Millionaire. 

Chicago, April 19.—J. G. Phelps- 
Stokes of New York, Socialist and 
settlement worker, denied last night 
that he was a millionaire, and said 
that his highr.st ambition was to be a 
constant Socialist and remain a mem¬ 
ber of the “working class.” 

In demonstration of this and in 
order to prove his sincerity, Mr. 
Stokes announced that for a year he 
had not used any of the income due 
him from the few thousand dollars 
his father had left him, but had de¬ 
voted and would continue to devote it 
all to the Socialist propaganda. He 
said he kept hold of It simply In 
order to keep It out of the hands of 
some other man who would make 
wrong use of that which he had not 
earned. 

Mr. Stokes spoke at a Socialist 
gathering at Hull House. He ar¬ 
rived from New York yesterday with 
his wife, who was Rose Pastor, a 
cigar worker of the East Side slums 
of New York when Stokes met her. 

Object to Printing Label in English. 

Nantes, April 19.—The sardine 
canners of this city in congress 
adopted a resolution asking the Gov¬ 
ernment to undertake such steps as 
may be necessary to bring about the 
discontinuance of the orders issued 
by the American Government that 
the labels on sardine cans be printed 
in English. 


Alcohol Good Cure for Ncaralgia. 

Berlin. April 19.—At the meeting 
of the medical congress yesterday Dr. 
Schlosser said that after five years 
experimenting he had found that the 
best cure for neuralgia was the In¬ 
jection of alcohol. It had proved 
successful in 202 cases when all 
other remedies had failed. 


BIG DUTY FOR PEARLS 


CITTEEN PAYS $110,335 DUTY ON 
AN IMPORTED PEARL 
NECKLACE. 


New York, April 19.—More than 
$100,000 has been paid over to the 
United States Treasury as a resylt of 
the litigation Involving the importa¬ 
tion of the so-called “Tiffany pearls,” 
and also the “Leeds necklace.” 

A dispute over the question of 
classification of these two expensive 
jewels caused this litigation. 

The appeal having gone against 
the importers, the court having de¬ 
cided that the duty must be paid be¬ 
fore any further appeal would be 
considered, Bernard Citteen, the im¬ 
porter of the Leeds necklace, paid 
Collector Stranahan yesterday $110,- 
33 5, the balance due upon the pearls 
in question. Upon such payment the 
papers were forwarded to the Board 
of General Appraisers for determina¬ 
tion of the question whether the 
pearls were subject to duty at the 
rate of 10 per cent or 60 per cent. 
There was received also by Collector 
Stranahan the sum of $10,032 from 
Tiffany & Co. 


CONFESSES TO ROBBING MAILS. 

— 

Mystery Surrounding Disappearance 
of $10,000 Cleared Up. 

Wilmington, N. C., April 19.—The ; 
j mystery concerning the disappear¬ 
ance of a package, containing $10,- 
000 in currency, in transit by mail 
from the Atlantic National Bank of 
this city to the Chemical National 
Bank of New York, was cleared up 
today by the arrest and confession of 
Edward A. Nelson, an employe of 
the railway mail service. Most of 
the money was found buried under 
Nelson’s house. 


Asks Governor to Remove Sheriff. 

Tonopah, Nev., April 19.—Imme¬ 
diately after being released from ar¬ 
rest at Goldfield for cursing the 
American flag and Constitution, 
Samuel Tregoning stood on the street 
in front of the Miners’ Union Hall 
and repeated the offense. He was re- 
arrested on complaint of a passing 
citizen, but. at once released by Dop- 
uty Sheriff Bart Knight, who recently 
was sworn in by the Sherff. L. C. 
Branson, editor of the Tonopah Sun, 
has asked the Governor to immedi¬ 
ately revoke the Sheriff’s commis¬ 
sion. 


Governor of New Mexico Resigns. 

Washington, April 19.—Governor 
Hagerman of New Mexico, against 
whom charges ware preferred, has 
tendered his resignation, and the 
President today announced the ap¬ 
pointment of Captain George Curry, 
Governor of Samar, P. I., as Govern¬ 
or of New Mexico. Hagerman was 
recently in Washington to answer the ! 
charges which related to the transfer 
of territorial lands to a Pennsylvania 
development company. While here 
he had a long interview with the 
President and Secretary Garfield 
about the charges, which he declared 
were the result oi* political intrigues. 


WOULD PAY TRIBUTE TO WHITB. 


Artists Preparing Demonstration in 
Memory of Great Artist. 

New York, April 19.—A statement 
regarding the movement to have the 
art societies of the Fine Arts’ Fed¬ 
eration pay tribute to the memory of 
Stanford White as an architect has 
been given out by William M. Chase, 
who was president of the old society 
of American Artists for a dozen 
years. Chase said: 

“I have received many letters from 
well known artists who will be glad 
to take part in any demonstration 
that may be made in memory of 
Stanford White, and I am glad to be 
considered one of his friends in any 
action they may think wise to make. 
The artists desire to make known to 
the world how keenly they feel the 
loss of Stanford White. Stanford 
White did more than any ten men to 
beautify this city, and an ennumera- 
tion of the works of his genius would 
have to be made from the memorial 
arch ' i Washington Square to Cen¬ 
tral Park.’* 

Chase said that it Is the expecta¬ 
tion that a conference of well known 
artists will soon be held for the pur¬ 
pose of calling meetings of the art 
societies to take action In the mat* 
ter. 



KING EDWARD AND VICTOR EM¬ 
MANUEL EMBRACE AND EX¬ 
CHANGE GREETINGS. 


Queen Alexandra Accompanies Her 
Lord and Is Received With Joy 
By Italian Royalty. 


Gaeta, Italy, April 19.—The Brit¬ 
ish royal yacht Victoria and Albert, 
with King Edward and Queen Alex¬ 
andra on board arrived here this 
morning from Valetta, Island of 
Malta, escorted by the British arm¬ 
ored cruisers Suffolk and Lancaster. 
King Edward was received by King 
Victor Emanuel, who was on board 
the Italian royal yacht Trinacria, sur¬ 
rounded by twelve Italian warships 
and twelve torpedo boats. The usual 
salutes were exchanged and hearty 
cheers greeted the British King from 
the people ashore and the sailors on 
board the warships. 

The weather, which has been 
stormy recently, fortunately cleared 
to some extent and the meeting of 
the two Kings took place under more 
favorable auspices than had been an¬ 
ticipated. 

The two kings embraced each other 
when they met on board the yacht, 
and King Victor Emmanuel kissed 
Queen Alexandra’s hand. The Mayor 
of Gaeta sent Her Majesty a bouquet 
of roses with a card bearing the 
words “Devotion and Admiration to 
the Most Powerful Queen in the 
World.” 

A luncheon on board the Trinacria 
was mainly attended by military and 
naval officers, the only local officials 
invited being General del Rosso, 
commander of the Fort of Gaeta. 
The presence of Marine Minister Mir- 
nbello and the commander of so 
many men of war before one of the 
chief strongholds in the Mediter¬ 
ranean accentuated the martial char¬ 
acter of the repast. 

The toasts exchanged were simply 
expressions of friendship between 
Italy and Great Britain.

San Francisco, April 19.—By proc¬ 
lamation of Mayor Schmitz yesterday 
was a legal holiday for all city em¬ 
ployes, in commemoration of the 
destruction of the city by earthquake 
and fire on April 18 of last year. 

Services were held in many of the 
churches to offer up thanks for the 
living and prayers for the departed. 
Last night the city was brilliantly il¬ 
luminated and had some of its old- 
time splendor once more displayed. 

Many messages from commercial 
bodies from different cities were re¬ 
ceived congratulating San Francisco 
on her courage and the wonderful 
progress made in rehabilitating the 
city within the space of a twelve- 
month.

Laws Enacted by the Recent 
Legislature 

The following abstract of the State 
fish and game laws for 1907-8 has been 
compiled by State Deputy Fish 
Commissioner C. A. Reed of Santa 
Cruz: 

OPEN SEASONS 

Deer July loth to October 1st. 

Valley quail, partridge, ibis, curlew, 
plover and rail. October 15tli to Feb-; 
ruary 15th. 

Wilson Snipe October 15th to April 
1st. 

Trout May 1st to November 15th. 

White fish May 1st to Nov. 15. 

Steelliead trout, above tide water. 
May 1st to November 15th. 

Steelliead trout, in tide water— 
April 1st to September 17th, and ! 
October 23d to February 1st. 

Salmon October 23d to September 
17th. 

Black Bass June 1st to January 1. 

Crab November 1st to September 
1st; 6 inches across the back. 

Lobster September 15 to February 
15th; 11 inches long. 

Ducks October 1st to February 15. 

Mountain Quail September 1st to 
February 15th. 

Dove July 15th to October 15th. 

Tree Squirrel Sebtember 1st to 
January 1st. 

Gun license must be obtained from 
the county clerk or fish commissioners; 
resident’s license, $1 a year; non¬ 
resident’s, $10 a year; alien’s, $25 a | 
year. This does not apply to a man | 
hunting on his own premises.

Ducks 35 in one day. 

Tree Squirrel 12 in one season. 

Snipe of any kind 25 in one day. 

Valley quail, curlew, patridge, dove, 
ibis, plover, rail, or any shore bird— 
25 each in one day. 

Trout 50 in one day, or 25 pounds; 
not less than 5 inches in length. 

Black Bass 50 in one day. 

Grouse and Sage Hen Season 
closed for two years. 

Golden Trout Season closed two 
years. 

Sacramento Perch Season closed 
four years. 

WHAT IS ALWAYS UNLAWFUL 

To kill swans at any time. 

To use diving suits to obtain ab alones. 

To ship trout from the State. 

To sell tree squirrel. 

To allow dogs to trail any but 
wounded dear at any time 
To kill does or fawns, or have 
possession of their skins. 

To kill pheasants or any imported 
quail. 

To shoot half an hour before sunrise, 
or half hour after sunset. 

To tray game birds or have them in 
captivity without written authority. 

To take or destroy the nests or eggs 
of any birds. 

To ship game or fish in concealed 
packages, or without your name and 
address. 

To buy or sell trout less than one 
pound in weight. 

To take at any time sturgeon or 
female crabs. 

To take red or green abalones less 
than 15 inches in circumferance. 

To take trout, black bass or steel- 
heads except with hook and line. 

To take salmon, shad or striped bass 
with less than 1]/^ inch mesh net. or 
use a set-net. 

To fish with a boat and not without 
a license. 

To take fish in any manner within 
50 feet of a fish way. 

To take, buy or sell striped bass less 
than three pounds in weight. 

To kill meadow-larks or any other 
wild birds except bluejays, English 
sparrows, sharp-spinned hawks, 
cooper’s hawk, duck, great owl, Cal¬ 
ifornia linnet, or butcher-bird. 

To shoot on enclosed land without 
permission. 

To export dried shrimp or shrimp 
shells.

HOW TO BURN ASHES 


SALT, OXALIC ACID AND WATER, 
PROPERLY MIXED WITH COAL, 

IS A GREAT FUEL. 

Altoona, Pa., April 19.— i he re¬ 
markable secret for burning ashes | 
with coal discovered by John E. El- j 
more, an Altoona cobbler and which ; 
has excited much attention all over 
the world, is out. Almost every 
householder in Altoona is now using 
it with great saving in coal bills. 
Chemists, immediately after it was 
announced that Ellmore had solved 
the problem of obtaining heat from 
ashes, set to work to try to discover 
the formula. They were successful, 
and here It is: 

Common salt, one pound. 

Oxalic acid, two ounces. 

Water, one gallon. 

Mix and moisten a mixture con¬ 
taining one part coal and three parts 
ashes and a better fuel than pure 
coal is obtained. 

The ashes of anthracite coal burn 
as readily as do those of bituminous. 
This mixture will, upon being placed 
upon a burning fire, fuse into a coke¬ 
like mass and deposit but little resi¬ 
due. The chemical action of this 
compound Is thns Explained: 

With an aqueous solution of an 
alkaline suit, such as common salt, is 
mixed with coal ash, the result is 
that a mild lye is formed, which, 
when mixed with any combustible 
material such as coal, and upon the 
application of heat gives off oxygen 
gas, thus enabling rapid combustion. 

The addition of oxalic acid causes 
a chemical change of greater value 
than the first for the reason that It 
results in the formation of a carbide 
which in turn gives off acetyline gas, 
this adding to the Intensity of the 
heat and facilitating complete com¬ 
bustion.

Cowbirds Unnatural Parents. 

The cowbinl is the only bird that we 
have in this country which is unnatu- i 
ral in its parental duties. It never 
builds a nest for itself, but lays its 
eggs in other birds’ nests, thus forcing 
the rightful owners to assume parental 
duties. It it sagacious enough to 
choose the nests of birds smaller than 
itself, so that its young, when It Is 
hatched, being inevitably the largest 
of the brood, must necessarily receive 
the lion's share of the attention of its 
foster parents. The birds thus afflict¬ 
ed resort to various means to rid 
themselves of this unwelcome addition 
to their litter. The most ingenious 
method is that frequently used by the 
little fellow wabbler, who will often 
build a substructure on top of her orig¬ 
inal nest, thus burying the eggs of the 
cow bird and often some of her own 
with it. Nests have frequently been 
found with two of these substructures 
In cases where the wabbler bus twice 
been visited by the cowbird. 

George Needed a Barrel.
